"HE THAT loveth pleasure 
shall be a poor man: be that lov­ 
eth wine and oil shall not ba rich." 
So said the Jewish Proverb, writ­ 
ten about 1,000 B. CL, nearly 3,000 
years ago. It la Just as true today 
aa it was then in what we call 
ancient times. 
Wine and oil, used at rich men’s 
banquets, were expensive then, 
and they are not cheap today. If 
men and women spend much 
money on them they will not 
have enough for the necessary 
things of life—homes, food and 
clothes. And if alcoholic liquors 
are drunk to excess, not only are 
the drinkers poorer In pocket, but 
they are poorer in body and in 
spirit. Excessive drinking of such 
things never made a man better, 
either in body or soul. It will 
make hie body deteriorate, and lf 
indulged in for any great length 
of time, It may cause his death * 
And his spirit will suffer. During 
indulgence he may do all sorts of 
things he would not dream of do­ 
ing while sober. And after It he 
will be anything but happy. He 
will feel guilty, depressed—men- 
tally and physically unfit. 
"At the last it biteth like a 
serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder," we read. The danger of a 
snake or serpent la in the poison It 
injects into a human body. That 
is Just what alcohol does. It poi­ 
sons the body. When a man goes 
to a hospital facing an operation 
he is asked lf he is a drinking 
man. lf he says he la hit chances 
of getting better are much Ism 
than those of the man who is not 
a drinker. Hard drinking may 
bring on a form of insanity called 
"delirium tremens," when the suf­ 
ferer’s hands and tongue shake, 
and he will have fearful hallucina­ 
tions 
Woe Ie taw Coedited 
"Woe unto them that arteriae 
in their own eyes, and prudent in 
their own eight! 
"Woe unto them 
that are 
mighty to drink wine, and men of 
strength to mingle strong drink: 


"Which justify the wicked for 
reward, and Uke away the right­ 
eousness of the righteous from 
him!" 
8elf conceit was characteristic 
of many people in Isaiah’s time, 
and it was also true of the priests, 
Pharisees and scribes in Jesus* 
time. He rebuked them many 
times for their cockeyedness and 
hypocrisy. They were so sure that 
they "knew it all," aa we say to­ 
day, that they would not listen to 
His void when He tried to lead 
them in the right path, but op­ 
posed Him in every way, and at 
last caused His death. 
We all know someone who la 
conceited, always bragging about 
how good he ta. Such people sel­ 
dom have any foundation for the 
self-confidence, and seldom make 
good in life, 
m 
Men may be strong in body and 
character—"men of strength"— 
but 
if 
they 
"mingle 
strong 
drinks," as Isaiah says, they grow 
weak, not only In body, but in 
morality. They may grow so “poor 
in spirit" that they may fall so 
low as to steal from their em­ 
ployers or take bribes, trying to 
make good the money they have 
spent for liquor and other ex­ 
cesses, and land in prison, dis­ 
gracing themselves and 
their 
families—for the innocent always 
suffer with the guilty. 
Finally, in writing to the Ephe­ 
sians, S t Paul asked them to "be 
not drunk with wine, wherein la 
excess; but be filled with the 
Spirit." No person who is an ha­ 
bitual drunkard can truly be a 
Christian. He may be the finest 
of men when he is sober. But when 
he is under the influence of 
liquor he will not know what he 
la doing. His baser feelings will 
be uppermost and how can he be 
Christlike—a follower of . the Mas­ 
ter? 
Those who try to live like 
Christ, earnestly day by day, be­ 
ing kind, gentle to all about 
tlwm, loving, generous, honest 
need have no regrets and no fears 
for their future. Whatever comes 
to them they take—rejoicing rn 
tho good, bearing courageously 
the IU. They are the type of peo­ 
ple who make good friend*, fine 
neighbors, desirable citizens of 
any community; examples for the 
young. In them the Spirit of God 
reigns. Their lives grow over more 
abundantly satisfying. They are 
the truly happy.,

BUREAUCRATS DAW DLE 
117ASH1NGTON — While the nation has 
” been contributing garden hose, baby 
nipples and auto mats to the rubber sal­ 
vage campaign, softie Washington bureau­ 
crats seem only half awake in trying to 
develop sources of new' natural rubber. 
Six months now have passed since Pearl 
Harbor, and priceless time has been frit­ 
tered aw ay in getting rubber workers start­ 
ed in the jungles of the Amazon. One of 
the Merry-Go-Rounders was 
in 
Rio 
dc 
Janeiro during the Pan American Confer­ 
ence last January when U. S. experts dick­ 
ered over prices that did almost nothing 
toward starting an army of rubber work­ 
ers up the Amazon. 
And after the Rio conference, more 
precious time was wasted while the State 
Department and the Bureau of Economic 
W arfare haggled over who should handle 
the rubber program in South America. 
As a result of all these delays, coupled 
with Brazilian ship sinkings, the unfortun­ 
ate fact is that only 500 tons of rubber 
were imported from Brazil in April, and 
only 10,000 tons are expected during tlu 
whole of 1942. 
And the armed forces, 
plus 
hare 
civilian 
needs, 
will requite 
around 800,000 tons. 
Finally, a hybrid working arrangement 
has been patched up between Jesse Jones, 
the State Department and the BEW, which 
still leaves Jesse Jones’ Rubber Reserve, 
the outfit which was so shortsighted last 
year, virtually with final control.

RUSSIAN RUBBER 
Meanwhile, it has been revealed that 
experts of the Agriculture Department had 
been sitting on two kinds of natural rub­ 
ber which can be grown in the southern 
United States and Mexico. 
Filed away 
among the learned tomes of the Depart­ 
ment’s scientists are reports on kok-sagyz 
and crvptostegia, both quick-growing rub­ 
ber plants. 
But the Department of Agri­ 
culture scientists had been doing very little 
about them. 
In contrast, the Russians in 1941 plant­ 
ed the amazing total of 5,000,000 acres of 
kok-sagyz, which grows in temperate cli­ 
mates. Being more far-sighted than Jesse 
Jones, they foresaw the possibility of war 
with Japan and loss of rubber sources. 
After Pearl Harbor the United States 
gathered up all the kok-sagyz seed it could 
get from Russia and flew it here by plane, 
and it is now planted. 
But the amount of 
seed we could get was limited. 
Meanwhile, a botanist in Brownsville, 
Tex., named Peter Heinz was bombarding 
Jesse Jones, various rubber experts and 
almost every member of Congress with let­ 
ters pointing to a rubber weed called cryp- 
tostegia, which grows in 
Mexico, Haiti, 
southern California and Florida. 
The let­ 
ters which Heinz sent to Washington con­ 
stitutes a file more than a foot high. 
But 
nobody would listen to him. 
It should be said for the Agriculture 
Department that ever since 1922 its ex­ 
perts have been asking Congress for money 
to experiment with natural rubber-yielding 
plants. 
But Congress appropriated only 
infinitesimal amounts. 
On the other hand. Agriculture Depart­ 
ment experts certainly were not on their 
toes regarding crvptostegia. 
For as late 
as January 5, 1942, one month after Pearl

DIET AND HEALTH 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE OF the fascinating things 
about modern medical research is 
that something may be discovered 
which looks like a very rare and

unusual condition and after inves­ 
tigation it turns out that it throws 
a graat deal of light on some old 
and common condition. 
Sciatica, or neuralgia of the sci­ 
atic nerve, is certainly one of the 
oldest of human complaints. The 
medical profession 
had 
about 
given up expecting to find any­ 
thing new about it and, lo and be­ 
hold, recently a condition was dis­ 
covered which probably explains 
75 per cent of all cases of sciatics. 
The sciatic nerve is given off 
from the lower part of the spinal 
cord, emerges from the openings 
between the lower vertebrae, goes 
down over the sacroiliac joint and 
comes out into tho leg about near 
the bone that you sit on and is 
distributed to the back part of the 
leg and calf. When it begins to 
ache—the condition which we call 
sciatica—it causes about as excru­ 
ciating discomfort as anything 
that can happen. Medical men 
have ascribed the cause of sciatica 
to inflammation or injury cf the 
nerve everywhere along its course 
from sacroiliac strain to impinge­ 
ment on the nerve in the sitting 
posture, to focal infection, and so 
forth and so on.' 
Not long ago. in fact as si ort a 
time ago as 1934, some surgeons 
found that slight injuries would 
cause a peculiar condition in the 
vertebral column. The bodies of 
the vertebrae are separated by a 
cartilaginous cushion in the mid­ 
dle of which is a soft globuie of 
tissue called the nucleus pulposus. 
This nucleus pulposu* gets pushed 
around with considerable ease and 
can be herniated out between the 
vertebrae, causing pressure on the 
spinal nerve roots. 
(Ace Considered Rare 
At first this was considered 
to be quite rare but in the time 
that has intervened it is found 
more and more often as diagnostic 
thought has become more alert; 
doctors have been taught to look

for it. Furthermore, a great many 
cases of low back pain and sciatic* 
have been found to be due to this 
cause. When seen at operation, 
the nucleus pulposus is sticking 
out between the vertebrae and 
stretching the roots of the sciatic 
nerve to that it is evident to any 
observer that it is causing severe 
pain. 
Aa I said above, some neuro­ 
surgeons believe that this causes 
sciatica in as much as 75 to 80 per 
\ 
cent of all cases. The condition can 
be relieved by very simple surgical 
procedures which remove the pro­ 
truding musdeus pulposus and 
taka the strain off the roots of the 
sciatic nerve. 
Of course, it is advisable to try 
every form of conservative treat­ 
ment first, such as resting the pa­ 
tient in a plaster cast, manipula­ 
tion, injection of the nerve and 
taking plenty of time before try­ 
ing surgery. In order to prove 
definitely whether sciatica is due 
to herniated nucleus pulposus it is 
possible to visualize it with prop­ 
erly planned x-ray studies. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. A.:—What is meant by the 
less of a reflex and what* bad 
symptoms or pains does it cause? 
Answer: A reflex is a subcon­ 
scious impulse that goes through 
the nervous system, starting as a 
sensory impulse and coming out 
as a motor impulse. For instance. 
if you touch something red hot 
without warning, you pull your 
hand away; that is a reflex. The 
sensation of heat and burning 
makes the muscles move. A reflex 
is lost whenever the nervous arc is 
interrupted. This may be due to 
neuritis either in the sensory or 
motor nerves or a destruction of 
some part of the spinal cord. Loss 
of a reflex is not in itself associ­ 
ated with pain although some of 
the diseases in which reflexes are 
lost have pains a* part of thmr 
symptomatology.

WASHINGTON, June 27 — The 
$8,550,000,000 naval expansion bill 
giving the country a seven-ocean 
fleet was sent to the White House 
today by the Senate. 
The measure, which passed both 
houses of Congress unanimously, 
authorizes the greatest aircraft1 
carrier program ever undertaken, 
and recognizes the superiority of , 
( airplane striking power over th a t! 
of the battleship. 
Specifically, the bill adds 1,900,- 
000 tons of combat vessels to the 
N present authorized total of 3,749,- 
480 tons, making a grand total of 
5,299.480 tons upon completion of 
the building program. 
The navy 
now has only 
1,009.245 tons of 
combat vessels in active service. 
The 1,900,000 additional tons au­ 
thorized will add 500.000 tons of 
aircraft carriers, 500,000 tons of 
cruisers, and 900,000 tons of de- 
s troy era and destroyer escort ves­ 
sels.

is selected for induction.” 
Stressing that it will be neces­ 
sary to work out detailed cate­ 
gories to give complete effect to 
the intent of Congress, the tele­ 
gram states that until this work 
can bs completed, and in order to 
give immediate effect to the gen­ 
eral intent of Congress, regis­ 
tranta should be selected for in­ 
duction according to the four cat­ 
egories it outlines.

So, quick-growing cryptostegia 
may not help to fill the rubber 
vacuum otherwise bound to occur 0 
between the exhaustion of our 
present reserves and the time 
when Jesse Jones synthetic rubber 
will be on the market in 1944.
